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Retail wine 


warehouse 
plans meet 
opposition 


PLANS for a retail 
wine warehouse at a 
busy road junction are 
facing opposition. 

Majestic Wine wants to 
build a new shop in New¬ 
market at the junction of 
Bury Road and Old Station 
Road, next to the historic 
Clocktower. 

But the company’s plans to 
develop the former ATS tyres site 
are being opposed by the town 
council and the Save Historic 
Newmarket group. 

Both have welcomed the 
company’s intention to open a 
new store in the town. But they 
are opposed to the design being 
put forward which they say will 
detract from the 100-year-old 
Clocktower and adjoining Albert 
House stables - which are listed 
buildings. 

They are also concerned that 
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access to the parking area behind 
the proposed 412 square metre 
store would be off Bury Road - 
close to the Clocktower 
roundabout which is currently 
undergoing a major revamp. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher, who 
chairs the town council’s 
development and planning 
committee, said: “While wel¬ 
coming the idea in principle of a 
retail outlet on that corner, we 
felt the design proposed was not 
an improvement to the character 
of the town and was incongruous 
with the surrounding listed 
buildings and the conservation 
area.” 

The scheme involves dem¬ 
olition of adjoining Heath 
Cottage which is in a near¬ 
derelict condition and has 
previously been damaged in a 
fire. 


Cllr Fletcher said there was 
concern about the entrance for 
the public off Bury Road as well 
as deliveries to the wine 
warehouse. 

“We felt access so close to the 
roundabout was not desirable,” 
he said. 

Rachel Hood, one of the 
founders of the Save Historic 
Newmarket group, said: “This is 
another example of an 
unattractive building that will 
detract from the area. We feel it is 
not what Forest Heath District 
Council (the planning authority) 
should be approving for the 
Newmarket street scene.” 

But consultants acting for 
Majestic said, in a statement 
supporting the planning 
application, the building had 
been designed so that it did not 
detract from nearby buildings 
and the Clocktower. 

The district council will decide 
whether to grant planning 
permission later this year.

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‘No’ to truck stop 
pleases protesters 


PROTESTERS applauded 
councillors who voted to 
throw out controversial 
plans for a truck stop on the 
All. 

The scheme to establish a 
parking area for more than 70 
lorries as well as a truckers’ cafe 
on the Red Lodge by-pass, near 
Newmarket, has faced opposition 
from villagers. 

Many of them packed the 
meeting at Forest Heath District 
Council last Wednesday night, at 
which there was standing room 
only. 

They applauded when members 
of the council’s planning com¬ 
mittee indicated they were 
“minded” to refuse planning 
permission against the advice of 
council planners, who said the 
scheme was acceptable. 

Under council rules the scheme 
will have to be reconsidered at 
next month’s meeting. 
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Councillors supported views of 
residents of Red Lodge and the 
other nearby villages of Kennett, 
Kentford, Worlington and 
Chippenham who are worried that 
the truck stop could increase 
traffic on country roads as drivers 
make “rat runs” between the All 
and A14. 

But the land owners behind the 
scheme, the trustees of Col P V 
Upton Estates 1965 Settlement, 
argued that the proposal would 
move the existing truckers’ cafe in 
Red Lodge and its parking area to 
a more suitable site. 

The opponents to the scheme 
include South-East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire MP Jim Paice, who 
told the council, in a letter, that it 
would have “significant impact” 
on Chippenham, which lies in his 
constituency. 


“As a former resident of Red 
Lodge I am well aware of its 
shortcomings,” he said. “But I 
don’t believe a lorry park will 
improve the village at all.” 

Katherine Money, planning 
consultant for the Upton trustees, 
said the scheme was a “unique 
opportunity” to relocate the 
existing truck stop to the other 
side of the All by-pass and 
improve the quality of life for 
villagers. 

But Ian Harris, who chairs the 
Red Lodge residents’ association, 
said a more suitable site for a 
lorry park would be at the BP 
service station on the Newmarket 
by-pass. 

This could serve drivers using 
the A14 and All. 

Cllr Pat McCloud, who 
represents Red Lodge, said the 
proposal would increase harmful 
pollution from traffic fumes, 
which would pose a threat to 
children’s health. 


Illegal immigrants 
found in crack down 


FOUR illegal im¬ 
migrants have been 
arrested by UK 
Border Agency 
officers during a 
crackdown on ill¬ 
egal workers in 
Newmarket. 

A specialist team 
from the agency 
visited the New 
Ocean City take¬ 
away in Old Station 
Road, Newmarket, 
where they found 
four Malaysian 
men, aged between 
33 and 46, who had 
overstayed their 
visit visas. 

The four were 
arrested and det¬ 
ained after the Feb¬ 
ruary 20 raid and 
were deported back 
to Malaysia on 
February 25. 

The business was 
given an on-the-spot 
penalty notice for 
employing illegal 
workers and may 
now face a fine of 
up to £10,000 for 
each illegal worker 
employed. 

To avoid a heavy 
fine, the takeaway 
now has 28 days to 


prove to the UK 
Border Agency that 
it carried out the 
correct right-to- 
work checks for 
employing workers 
from outside the 
EU. 

Colin Daulby, 
manager of the UK 
Border Agency’s 
Felixstowe-based 
enforcement team, 
said: “Employers 
should be warned. 
Whenever we re¬ 
ceive intelligence 
about illegal work¬ 
ing, we will act on 
it. 

“We will continue 
to crack down on 
those who seek to 
profit by abusing 
the immigration 
rules. 

“Illegal working 
is unfair on honest 
employers who re¬ 
cruit staff with the 
right to work in the 
UK and who pay 
them a proper 
salary. 

“Employers who 
don’t play by the 
rules will get struck 
off our register, lose 
the right to recruit 


staff from outside 
Europe, face on-the 
spot-fines and could 
potentially end up 
in jail.” 

A tough new civil 
penalty system was 
brought in last year 
to provide a fast and 
effective way of 
tackling bosses who 
fail to carry out 
proper checks on 
workers from out¬ 
side Europe. 

A fine of up to 
£10,000 per worker 
can be imposed for 
every illegal worker 
found at a business. 
A spokesman for 
the agency said 
guidance for em¬ 
ployers could be 
found on the web¬ 
site www.ukba. 
homeoffice.gov. uk/ 
employ i ngm igra n ts 
or by calling the UK 
Border Agency Em¬ 
ployers Helpline on 
0845 0106677.

Jockey may be 
back for start

TOP jockey Hayley Turner could be fit 
for the start of the flat racing season at 
the end of this month if her recovery 
from a serious fall goes to plan. 

Turner, 26, below right, who lives in 
Newmarket, suffered head injuries in a 
fall while riding on the town’s gallops a 
week ago. 

She was in Addenbrooke’s Hospital for 
three days after the 
accident which 
happened when the 
horse she was 
riding broke its 
shoulder as she 
was practising 
starts from the 
stalls. 

Phil McEntee, who 
trained the horse 
she was riding, 
said: “She has 
been recuperating 
at her mum’s in 
Nottingham and 
was coming back 
to Newmarket this 
week. 

“She is due to go 
back to hospital for 
a check up on Friday week. 

“She’s in great spirits and looking 
forward to getting going again. 

“There’s a possibility that she will be 
back for the start of the turf season in 
two weeks. If not I expect she will be 
back by April.”

Terror driver locked up 
for ‘road rage’ on A14 



A FORMER footballing 
apprentice has been jailed for 
eight months for a “terrify¬ 
ing” road rage chase on the 
A14. 

Rory Johnson, 21, caused £5,000 
damage to his victim’s Mercedes 
car which was hit multiple times 
by his Vauxhall Astra on January 
25,2008. 

Johnson, of Barkways, Burwell, 
was found to be over the drink- 
drive limit when police intervened 


and arrested him, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard. 

In addition to the jail sentence 
Johnson, who admitted dangerous 
driving as well as drink-driving, 
was banned from the road for 18 
months. 

Godfried Duah, prosecuting, said 
the passenger in Johnson’s car had 
thrown punches at the Mercedes 
driver while both cars were in the 
Rowley Mile service station on the 
A14 near Newmarket. 

Mr Duah said the attack on the 


driver, who had his girlfriend in 
the car with him, was unprovoked. 

He drove off at up to 90mph to 
get away from Johnson who chased 
him over several miles driving 
alongside and pulling in front and 
braking which caused the cars to 
collide several times. 

A passenger in the Mercedes 
called the police and the incident 
came to a halt at a roundabout. 

Police arrested Johnson and a 
breath test showed he had nearly 
twice the legal limit with 66 


micrograms of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath. The legal 
limit is 35 micrograms. 

In mitigation, Jonathan Mitchell 
said that Johnson was at a loss to 
know why his passenger had 
carried out the attack at the filling 
station forecourt. 

Johnson, a former apprentice 
footballer and who had now 
become a roofer, had no previous 
convictions and a clean driving 
licence, said Mr Mitchell. 



Hospice at home care service launched 


A PIONEERING scheme to provide care at 
home for terminally-ill patients has been 
launched. 

The scheme, which extends into parts of 
Cambridgeshire and Essex as well as West 
Suffolk, is being run by Bury St Edmunds- 
based St Nicholas Hospice Care. 

It provides nursing and other support for 
patients so that they can stay in their own 
homes. 

The hospice has taken on two nursing 
assistants to join their existing team to help 


provide support to patients. 

Trevor Farrington, head of the hospice 
community team, said: “When it comes to end 
of life care we all want to be treated with 
respect and dignity and want to be in familiar 
surroundings.” 

The first two patients have been receiving 
“hands-on” care by the team. But more than 
250 people could benefit from the Hospice at 
Home team. 

Mr Farrington said the existing community 
services provided by the hospice need 


£560,000 a year to maintain - most of it 
coming from fund-raising efforts. 

He said: “During these difficult times we 
are increasingly appreciative of fund-raising 
initiatives because of the limited money we 
get from the statutory sector.” 

Hospice staff can help liaise with GPs, 
voluntary organisations and other support 
groups which can help patients and their 
families.

Bank pulls plug on sponsorship 


NEWMARKET Racecourse is looking for a 
new title sponsor after NatWest decided 
not to renew its contract. 

The bank has sponsored the town’s 
Rowley Mile racecourse since 2006. But 
the three-year contract came to an end in 
December. 

The value of the bank’s support has not 
been revealed. But the sponsorship was 
said to have been the first of its kind in the 
racing industry in this country. 

It was the first time that the course, which 
has a history dating back 300 years had 
been sponsored - apart from individual 
race meetings. 


It included mutual benefits for the bank 
which was able to use corporate and 
conference facilities at the racecourse. 

The loss of sponsorship comes just a 
month before the start of racing at 
Newmarket with the two-day Craven 
meeting in April. 

Stephen Wallis, managing director of 
Newmarket Racecourses, said: “It’s dis¬ 
appointing but not a disaster that NatWest 
have pulled out. We have parted on good 
terms. There is nobody else on the cards 
at the moment as replacement title 
sponsors and we are hoping that this loss 
won’t impact on prize-money.”

Residents oppose 
bungalows scheme 


PLANS to build bungalows 
for people with learning 
difficulties are set to be 
thrown out. 

The scheme is facing oppos¬ 
ition from villagers in Gazeley, 
where the three bungalows have 
been planned to replace a row of 
lock-up garages behind existing 
houses. 

Now members of Forest Heath 
District Council’s planning 
committee have indicated they 
are “minded” to refuse perm¬ 
ission for the development bec¬ 
ause of a lack of facilities in the 
village. 

Councillors were also con¬ 
cerned that a fire engine would 
not be able to get into the narrow 
cul-de-sac which would be 
created by the scheme. 

They were also worried at a 
shortage of parking spaces - 
both for the development and for 
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people living nearby who 
currently use the garages. 

Kings Forest Housing, part of 
the Flagship House Group, is 
proposing the scheme to provide 
homes for people with learning 
disabilities who are currently 
living at Stourmead, Kedington, 
near Haverhill. They would have 
a carer or carers living with 
them to provide support. 

People living nearby and the 
parish council are opposing the 
scheme. But district council 
planners recommend approval. 

Richard Watson, the council’s 
head of planning, said the use of 
the bungalows could not be taken 
into account when deciding 
whether permission should be 
granted. 


But the committee was told 
that the council’s own housing 
manager was concerned about 
the scheme and whether the 
bungalows would be suitable for 
the intended tenants. 

Leslie Short, planning con¬ 
sultant for Flagship, told the 
committee that the bungalows, 
which would have internal con¬ 
necting doors, could be used by 
anyone on the housing list if 
they were not needed as “supp¬ 
orted accommodation”. 

Kevin King, who lives in High- 
wood Crescent where the bunga¬ 
lows are planned, told the comm¬ 
ittee: “We’re not prejudiced 
against anyone with any physical 
or mental disability. We’re 
against this type of residential 
development in this area.” 

The committee will reconsider 
the scheme at its meeting next 
month.

Scheme to 
cut chaos 
on A14 will 
cost &90m 


HIGHWAYS bosses have set 
a timetable for an £89.5 
million project to cut traffic 
jams and crashes on the 
A14. 

The work will begin this spring 
at the junction with the Ml in 
Northamptonshire and will reach 
the stretch east of the junction 
with the All near Swaffham 
Bulbeck in the autumn. 

CCTV cameras and incident 
detection sensors embedded in the 
road will help control centres pick 
up crashes more quickly, while new 
electronic signs will warn drivers 
of congestion ahead and advise on 
diversions. 

The Highways Agency improve¬ 
ments will not take place on the 
stretch between Huntingdon and 
Cambridge, as that section is set 
for a major widening project likely 
to start in 2010. 

Cllr Matt Bradney, cabinet 
member for transport on Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, said: 
“Anything that improves traffic 
flows and reduces accidents on the 
A14 is absolutely welcome.” 

News of the start date was 
backed in Newmarket, where the 
High Street is flooded with traffic

when the A14 is closed by a crash. 
Cllr Chris Turner, the town’s 
mayor, said: “Anything that helps 
motorists will certainly be a 
bonus. 

“Newmarket is a bit of a 
bottleneck if traffic is diverted 
through the town. If motorists 
have notices warning them, they 
can take alternative routes.” 

The Highways Agency says the 
scheme will “reduce accidents and 
delays, improve management of 
incidents and roadworks, and 
improve driver information”. 

Work on the stretch between the 
Ml and junction 14 of the A14, at 
Titchmarsh in Northamptonshire, 
will run from spring this year 
until spring 2010. 

And work on the stretch between 
junction 36, near Swaffham 
Bulbeck, and junction 45, at Bury 
St Edmunds, will run from autumn 
this year until early 2010. 

The last and eastern-most 
section of work in Suffolk, from 
junction 52 to junction 62, will be 
undertaken from winter this year 
until summer 2010.

Why we object to stables application 


Sir, Your article “Last bid to 
find stables compromise” 
Weekly News, March 5, we 
believe does warrant a 
response from those in 
Malcolm Way, who are 
objecting to this application. 

In the mid 1970s the then 
tenant of Kremlin Stud, Mr 
Luca Cumani wished to build 
an American Barn in virtually 
the same location as that prop¬ 
osed by the present developer. 
On that occasion a letter to 
Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) resulted in one meeting 


with a representative of Mr 
Cumani and the stables were 
relocated further away from 
our houses. No fuss, no bother, 
a true compromise. 

We object to the proposed 
location by the developer on 
the basis of the close proximity 
to our houses and the likely 
early morning noise created by 
the activity of stables from very 
early in the day. 

Government planning policies 
protect private houses against 
such infringements to their 
existing amenities. 


The paddocks in the same 
ownership are very large and 
the compromise we seek is for 
the stables to be constructed 
on the far (south) side, where 
there are no private houses 
and a more reasonable 
distance from Malcolm Way. 

A major representation of 
councillors from the FHDC 
Planning Committee have 
visited the site on two separate 
occasions, and having 
reviewed the issues and seen 
the alternative locations open 
to the applicant have twice 


rejected the application. 

We are not opposed to stables 
being built on Kremlin Stud, 
but continue to object to the 
present location. 

The solution is simple as the 
size of the paddocks affords a 
rapid solution and a genuine 
compromise.

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Jockey’s family accepts 
council’s tribute solution

A SOLUTION to a road name 
fiasco which saw a council 
misspell a famous jockey’s 
name in a bungled tribute has 
finally been found. 

The family of the former jockey 
and racehorse trainer have said they 
are now happy 

Council officials admitted their 
mistake after naming a new street in 
Newmarket Periman Close, when it 
was supposed to be a tribute to Dick 
Perryman. 

Forest Heath District Council has 
made an “unreserved apology” and 
offered to name the next available 
street after Mr Perryman - with the 
correct spelling. 

Now his son, Richard, who lives in 
Australia, said the family feels the 
council’s response is acceptable. 

Richard Perryman, a retired 
Australian Navy commander, said, in 
a letter to the Weekly News : “I have 
advised the chairman [of the council 
Cllr Rona Burt] that I, together with 
my sister and the members of our 
two families, accept the apology and 
totally endorse the offer, as we con¬ 
sider it an admirable solution to the 
problem which will be a real honour 
to father. 

“As far as the family is concerned 
the matter is closed except for future 
council advice on the location of the 
road.” 

The mistake was brought to light 
by retired publican Tony Pringle, of

Windsor Road, Newmarket, who cal¬ 
led the council’s offer “a cop out”. 

Dick Perryman, who died in 1976, 
won the 1,000 Guineas at Newmarket 
three times as a jockey - in 1926,1936 
and 1941. He went on to train 1946 
Derby winner Airborne which also 
won the St Leger in the same year. He 
later bred horses at Aislabie Stud in 
Stetchworth. 

The naming row is the latest

dispute over street naming involving 
the district council. 

Last year the council faced critic¬ 
ism when it refused to name a street 
after war hero Jack Taylor. 

He was later honoured with a 
plaque on the RAF memorial at 
Newmarket racecourse where he 
tried to save aircrew from two 
crashed bombers during the Second 
World War.

VETERINARY experts are 
developing tests which could 
eliminate common problems in 
pedigree dogs. 

The Kennel Club Genetics Centre at the 
Animal Health Trust (AHT), based just 
outside Newmarket, was announced on 
the first day of the annual Crufts dog 
show. 

This year the show has been at the 
centre of controversy over “cruel” in- 
breeding which was highlighted in a BBC 
television documentary. 

The RSPCA has also withdrawn its 
support for the show and its chief vet, 
Mark Evans, criticised years of in-breed¬ 
ing which he said led to inherited 
diseases and “exaggerated anatomical 
features”. 

He called for changes in the show to 
reduce the emphasis on the animals’ 
looks above their health. 

The new centre aims to create 
diagnostic tests which, together with

breeding advice, should improve the 
health and welfare of generations of dogs. 

Vets at the AHT’s headquarters in 
Kentford have been looking at golden 
retrievers which can suffer hip and other 
joint conditions, dachshunds which are 
prone to disc problems, Boston terriers 
which often have eye and breathing 
problems and Italian Spinones which also 
suffer hip problems as well as cerebella 
ataxia - a nerve disorder which affects 
movement and other functions. 

The centre aims to investigate 25 
inherited diseases and to develop simple 
screening tests using mouth swabs. 

Dr Peter Webbon, chief executive of the 
AHT, said: “We’re delighted to work in 
partnership with the Kennel Club on this 
important welfare issue. 

“Our level of skill and expertise within 


this field is unparalleled and the new 
centre enables us to extend our current 
range of DNA tests. 

“We hope, in time, this will equip 
breeders with essential information so 
they can plan successful breeding 
strategies to avoid the birth of affected 
dogs, and ultimately, to eliminate disease 
from breeds at risk.” 

Dr Cathryn Mellersh and Dr Sarah 
Blott, two of the AHT’s genetics experts, 
will lead work at the centre. 

Caroline Kisko, Kennel Club 
spokeswoman, said: “The Kennel Club is 
pleased to support research which 
improves the health and happiness of 
dogs. 

“Working in partnership with the Animal 
Health Trust means we can start to tackle 
the problem of inherited disease much 
quicker. 

“It is a very real possibility that through 
this centre we will be able to eradicate 
certain inherited diseases in some dogs.” 


‘One stop shop’ won’t be for waiting 


BUS passengers will not be 
able to shelter in a council 
office which is about to 
undergo a £250,000 refurbish¬ 
ment and extension. 

Forest Heath District 
Council closed its office in 
Newmarket’s Guineas Centre 
last month in preparation for 
a major revamp and exten¬ 
sion into the closed-down 
public toilets next door to 
create a “one stop shop” for 
council services. 

The office, next to the 
town’s bus station, has been 
used unofficially by people 


waiting for buses for a 
number of years. 

But passengers will not be 
allowed to use the refur¬ 
bished offices. 

Cllr Rona Burt, chairman 
of the council, asked council 
officials to look into the 
possibility of providing space 
in the offices for people to 
wait for buses. 

But they reported that up 
to a third of the space would 
have to be assigned to bus 
passengers, and allowing the 
office to be used as a waiting 
area would reduce privacy 


for people applying for 
council tax or housing 
benefits. 

A report to the council’s 
planning committee said that 
bus passengers had a seating 
area on one side of the 
building and could shelter 
under the canopy of the 
shopping centre. 

The district council is also 
involved in talks with Suffolk 
County Council about a 
complete revamp of the bus 
station which could result in 
the installation of new bus 
shelters. 


The report said: “With this 
in mind it seems unnec¬ 
essary to incorporate further 
waiting in the ‘one stop shop’ 
as it will be provided at some 
point in the future by Suffolk 
County Council.” 

District councillors for¬ 
mally granted planning 
permission for the revamp 
which is expected to take 16 
weeks to complete. 

In the meantime, council 
office functions have trans¬ 
ferred to the town’s tourist 
information centre in Palace 
House, Newmarket.

Smoke alarms ‘need 
to be maintained’ 


A CORONER stressed the 
importance of maintaining 
smoke alarms after hearing 
that a woman killed in a fire 
may have removed the 
batteries because the alarms 
“irritated” her. 

Irene Conway-McGovern, 
66, was pulled from her 
ground floor flat by a neigh¬ 
bour who was alerted when 
his own smoke alarms were 
triggered. But she was 
certified dead by a 
paramedic. 

Dr Peter Dean, the Suffolk 
coroner, recorded a verdict of 
accidental death on Mrs Con¬ 
way-McGovern. A patholo¬ 
gist reported that she died 
from inhaling smoke and 
fumes. 

Dr Dean said the smoke 
detectors in the flats where 
she lived at Woodlands Park, 
Brandon Road, Mildenhall, 
had been checked about eight 


months before the fire which 
broke out in the early hours 
of Friday, November 12. 

He said that tenants were 
responsible for maintaining 
the detectors and changing 
the batteries. 

But friends said she found 
the detectors “a source of 
irritation” and may have 
removed the batteries. 

She also burned logs in her 
hearth and did not use a fire 
guard. 

Dr Dean said Mrs Conway- 
McGovern was found to have 
more than twice the legal 
drink-drive limit of alcohol 
in her blood at the post¬ 
mortem examination. 

“We have a combination of 
factors which seem to have 
led to this tragic death,” said 
Dr Dean. 

“It is important that smoke 
alarms are fitted and mai¬ 
ntained in a proper manner.”

Everyone's a winner with the 'News' 
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Lifesaving tips for patients 
at risk of clots in hospital 


GETTING ready for a 
stay in hospital used to 
mean buying a new 
toothbrush, a good book 
and some decent pyj¬ 
amas. But a campaign is 
urging patients in the 
region to guard against 
the risk of getting a blood 
clot in hospital. 

A hospital-acquired blood clot 
can kill you or a loved one and 
is easily prevented. The Stop 
the Clot campaign, backed by 
the Weekly News, aims to raise 
awareness among patients and 
their carers of the dangers of 
getting a blood clot when they 
are in hospital. 

Hospital patients are at part¬ 
icular risk because they are 
generally immobile and vulner¬ 
able. 

Each year, as many as 32,000 
people in the UK die as a result 
of hospital blood clots. This is 
more than the combined total of 
deaths from breast cancer, AIDS 
and traffic accidents, and more 
than 25 times the number who 
die from MRSA. 

Blood clots can also cause 
chronic health problems that

require lifelong treatment. The 
Stop the Clot campaign could 
potentially help to save up to 
310 lives in Cambridge. 

Everyone admitted to a hosp¬ 
ital should be checked with a 
simple risk assessment test to 
see if they are at risk of getting 
a blood clot, so they can receive 
clot-preventing treatment if 
required. 

An assessment should be 
carried out in hospital by a 
doctor, nurse or other health 
professional and a further re¬ 
assessment carried out very 2-3 
days. 

Dr Trevor Baglin, consultant 
haematologist at Adden- 
brooke’s said: “Increasing pub¬ 
lic awareness about the danger 
of hospital-acquired blood clots 
is essential if we are going to 
see an improvement in pro¬ 
cedures to assess and manage 
each patient’s risk of clots 
when they come into hospital.” 

Blood clots are the body’s 
natural way of healing wounds. 
But when they happen inside 
an artery or vein they can block 
the flow of blood and cause 


damage to vital organs which 
can be fatal. 

A blood clot in a deep vein in 
the leg, thigh or pelvis is called 
deep vein thrombosis (DVT) 
and can cause swelling and pain 
in that leg. If part of a DVT 
breaks off and gets into the 
lungs, it is called pulmonary 
embolism. 

Factors likely to put people in 
a high-risk category include 
immobility, smoking, obesity, 
medications such as chemo¬ 
therapy and the contraceptive 
pill, pregnancy, some medical 
and genetic conditions such as 
cancer, pneumonia and heart 
failure, and previous blood 
clots. 

People are being asked to 
pledge support for the Stop the 
Clot campaign on www.stopthe 
clot.com/pledge, by agreeing to 
spread the word to family and 
friends about the importance of 
asking for a risk assessment 
when they go into hospital in 
order to prevent blood clots.

How to stop the clot 


■ Know your risk. 

When you or a loved one 
goes into hospital, 
remember to ask the 
doctor or nurse to 
conduct a short, simple 
blood clot risk 
assessment test to 
check whether you are at 
risk of getting a blood 
clot. 

■ Drink lots of fluids. 

Have supplies of fresh 
water by your bedside at 
all times and remember 
to drink at least a glass 
of water every hour or 
two litres each day. If you 
are unable to drink fluids 
by mouth, or have been 
told to limit how much 
you can drink; ask the 
nurse or doctor for 
advice. 

■ Keep mobile. 

If you have to stay in 
hospital for a while, make 
sure you walk around the 
ward as often as you can 
and don’t cross your legs 


in bed. If you are unable 
to get out of bed try 
flexing your feet upwards 
at regular intervals to 
keep the blood flowing in 
your legs. 

■ Know if your risk has 
changed. 

Depending on what 
you’re in hospital for and 
how long you are 
staying, your risk of 
developing a blood clot 
may change. Remember 
to ask for a blood clot 
assessment test to be 
repeated by a doctor or 
nurse every 2-3 days of 
your stay in hospital. 

■ Take control. 

If you are at risk of 
developing a blood clot, 
remember there are a 
number of clot¬ 
preventing treatments 
and approaches that can 
be used. Discuss your 
options with the doctors 
and nurses who look 
after you in hospital.

POLICE caught 
thieves as they drove 
away from a bus 
depot after stealing 
diesel fuel worth 
more than £600. 

Officers had been 
called to the area after a 
burglar alarm was 
triggered at another 
business in the area. But 
they found 14 cans of 
diesel fuel in the Ford 
Transit van being driven 
by Danny Ayres, a court 
heard. 

Accomplice James 
Gilespie was in the 
passenger seat. Officers 
found plastic piping and 
a pump in the back of 
the van which had a 
strong smell of diesel 
fuel. 

The pair, both 22, 
admitted the theft of 


nearly 600 litres of fuel 
worth £660. Ipswich 
Crown Court heard that 
they spilled almost as 
much as they stole from 
four Stagecoach buses at 
the depot in Newmarket. 

Judge Anthony Bate 
made the pair subject to 
an electronic tagging 
order to enforce an 8pm 
to 5am curfew for four 
months. 

Ayres, of Windsor 
Road, Newmarket, was 
also ordered to complete 
120 hours of unpaid 
community work, ban¬ 
ned from driving for 28 
days and told he must 
pay £250 compensation 
to Stagecoach and £150 
towards the costs of the 
prosecution. 

Gilespie, of Fresh- 
fields, Newmarket, was 
ordered to remain under 


Probation Service 
supervision for the next 
18 months and take part 
in the Think First 
offender reduction pro¬ 
gramme. 

The court heard the 
pair claimed to have 
bought the fuel for £100 
from a man they met on 
the A14. 

Neil Macaulay, miti¬ 
gating, said that Ayres 
had committed the theft 
at a time when he was 
out of work and had no 
money. 

He had since got a job 
as a stable worker. 

Gilespie, who works as 
a mechanic at Red 
Lodge, had “grown up” 
since the offence, his 
barrister David Judge 
told the court.

Scandals and shady 
deals with politicians

GREEN Wing and Black 
Books star Tamsin Greig 
appears in David Hare’s 
latest play, Gethsemane, 
which is set to be one of 
the highlights of the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre’s 
season when it arrives next 
Tuesday. 

The play takes a topical look at 
the shady world of political party 
fundraising, a subject that has 
caused its fair share of headlines 
in the UK press in recent years. 
The play is Hare’s 14th for the 
National Theatre where it was 
produced and debuted. Alongside 
Greig the cast also includes 
Anthony Calf, who has appeared 
in HolbyCity. 

For Greig, Hare’s script was all 
she needed to get into character 
as an embattled Home Secretary 
trying to save her career from 
scandal. 

“David Hare’s very good, he writes 
all the clues,” she says. “They’re 
all in there, so I just basically wrote 
down what everyone says about

my character in the play, and it’s 
very helpful. 

“You just write down what they 
say about the character and do 
lists of what my character says 
about me, and what I say about 
other people until you get a kind 
of 3D picture. And those things 
might not be true, but they’re 
statements that you can build a 
picture around.” 


You would expect the real 
politicians to steer clear of the 
play. But the cast found some 
were able to take it on the chin. 
“David Blunkett has been,” says 
Tamsin. “He really enjoyed it. It 
was great - he was very 
encouraging and really positive. 
He could have turned around and 
said ‘You have no idea’ - because 
we don’t as David Hare says, it’s 
an artist’s impression, and you 
can’t possible know what that 
world is like - but he was 
incredibly encouraging.” 

But while some politicians were 
keen to come along and see the 
final product, others were more 
useful when it came to creating an 
authentic atmosphere during 
rehearsals. 

“David Hare sent an email to 
Charles Clarke saying ‘Can one of 
our actors meet you?’,” Tamsin 
recalls. “He eventually got back 
and said ‘Oh, alright then’, and 
then I got to meet the present 
Home Secretary - it was 
incredible.”

76.3mpg Fiesta is eco-fest treat

THE DAYS of having to 
slum it in so-called eco-cars 
are well and truly over, 
writes Iain Dooley. 

Ford is doing its bit with an 
Econetic-named version of its 
latest Fiesta. In regular trim the 
car has already been heaped with 
praise. What’s different about this 
car is its tax-busting 98g/km C02 
rating and above-average 
economy performance. 

From the outside and from a 
distance you would be hard 
pushed to identify it as the 
Econetic model. It’s only when 
you get closer do you spot the 
modest size of the low rolling 
resistance tyres, aerodynamic 
rear deflector and subtly lowered 
ride height (10mm). 

The car’s already rakish 
appearance remains intact and 
unmolested - and is all the better 
for it. 

Of greater significance are the 
changes that have been made 
under the Fiesta’s skin. 
Surprisingly, despite the car’s 
headline-grabbing economy 
figures (76.3mpg and 98g/km C02) 
Ford hasn’t resorted to a stop- 
start system. Instead, the firm has 
concentrated on honing the 


basics. As such, the Fiesta 
Econetic achieves its goal by way 
of calibration changes to its 90 
horsepower, 1.6-litre TDCi diesel 
engine, changes to the gearbox’s 
final drive ratio and the use of 
low friction oil. 

It’s believed by many - and not 
just Ford - that such changes can 
collectively achieve a lot of what 
the fancy stop-start and other 
highly technical options can 
achieve. Some might still be a 
little unimpressed with the 
overall experience of such cars 
and, while they do work well, the 
constant starting and stopping of 
an engine is still a blot on the 
refinement landscape - especially 
when diesel engines are 
concerned. 

So, there’s no need to worry 
about such things with the Fiesta 
Econetic. You get in, turn the key 
and drive it like you would any 
other Fiesta. Any reservations 
about ride quality where low 
rolling resistance tyres are 
concerned are soon dismissed; 
this Fiesta copes well with poorly 
surfaced urban roads. 

In fact it drives pretty much like 
any other Fiesta. Communicative 
and accurate steering, a supple 
ride and supportive seats will 


please the keen 
driver. For the rest 
of us, those same 
supportive seats, 
the ergonomic 
cabin and practical 
rear load space all 
make the Fiesta a 
great all-rounder. 

On top of all this 
is the prospect of 
60-plus mpg in the 
real world and a 
sub-lOOg/km C02 
rating. Both 

elements will save 
you money, yet 
there is no obvious 
compromise to 
contend with. You 
can even select most of the usual 
Fiesta extras on top of a 
comprehensive level of standard 
equipment. 

And that’s the great thing about 
this Econetic variant of the 
Fiesta. On one hand it’s a regular 
Fiesta; the car is one of the best 
compact hatches around and 
boasts a level of driver 
involvement that few rivals can 
match. 

It’s also a fantastic all-rounder, 
and one that will - in five-door 
trim - easily double as a car for a 


young family. 

Then there’s the car’s eco- 
related performance. The 
numbers speak for themselves, so 
whether you want to save money 
on road tax or fuel you can do 
both with this Econetic-badged 
Fiesta. You don’t have to drive it 
in a special way either. 

Basically. . . 

It’s good to see Ford engineering 
this Fiesta to deliver some 
welcome savings without forcing 
you to jump through hoops.

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


The onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit, ‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving.To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far. 

To find a reliable garage, motorists should look to the RMIE

point out potential problem areas before they arise, or become serious. In fact, whether you 
want to buy or sell a new or used car or motorcycle, service or repair your existing vehicle, 
find an auction house, or a cherished number plate dealer, the RMIF will be able to help you.
